He saw four women 
struggling in the water near him. but was 
unable to help them. He was picked up by 
a lifeboat and taken ashore. 

Searchlights are being used in the work of 
rescue and every possible effort is being 
made to pick up persons who may still be 
in the water. | 


Chicago an Unlucky Boat. 

~ The Chicago was unlucky. Four years 
ngo, almost to the day, on Oct. 27, 1895, 
the Chicago smashed head on with the big 
Atlas line steamship Alvena at the outer 
end of the Cortlandt street pier, North 
River. There were about forty passengers 
on the ferry boat and the shock threw many 
of them off their feet. | 
The crashing of timbers and ping of 
metal set the passengers in a momentary 


panic, but when it was found the ferry 
boat still answered to its helm d that 
the paddlewheels worked quiet re- 
stored. | 


One passenger, a driver, sitting on the 
peat of his truck, was thrown off his perch 
and severely bruised. No one else was in- 
jured, and the Chicago landed its passengers 
at the Jersey City slip, only a little delayed 
by the collision. The Alvena was coming 
down-stream light in tow of a tug. 


Did Not See the 

Captain Wilson of the Chicago saw the 
tug, but did not notice the towing hawser 
on account of the fog. 

When he caught sight of the nose of the 
Alvena he rang to reverse the engines, but 
it was too late. : 

His boat plunged into the steamship, bend- 
ing back its plates and punching a big hole 

just above the water line on the port side. 

The Chicago's whole bow fantail, outside 
of the ferryboat’s knees that mark the end 
of the guard rail, was carried away with the 
bow rudder. . 

The timbers of the deck for seven feet 
were smashed into kindling wood, and the 
hood from which passengers are landed to 
the upper deck of the ferryhouse was car- 
ried away on the port side. 

The Alvena continued on tts way to the 
dry dock. 

The Chicago was in bad shape, and, after 
landing her re at Jersey City she 
was taken to the foot of Second street, Ho- 
boken, where it was found that about $2,000 
would have to be spent on it to restore it to 
its proper condition. 


WRECKED BOAT ON WILD RUN. 


Harbor Tug Speeds Blindly Through 
East River and Finally Goes to 
the Bottom. 


New York, Oct. 30.—[Special.]—Without 
pilot or crew the harbor tug Thomas Tracy 
steamed at full speed for nearly a mile ip the 
East River after a Grand street ferryboat 
and kpocked a hole in its hull and then went 

to the bottom off the foot of Adams street, 
Brooklyn, 

The river was full of passing craft at the 
time of the tug’s wild run, and it was almost 
miraculous that the blind craft did not hit 
some of them. 
The Tracy was steaming down the river 
lose to the New York shore and was pass- 
ing the Grand street slip when a boat from 
Williamsburg struck it fairly amidships. 
The Tracy careened to port and began to set- 

at once. 
On board were Captain ElMridge and a 
crew of four men, who escaped in a small 
boat. The engine-room began to fill imme- 
diately, and the engineer rushed on deck 
without waiting to shut off the steam.

BELATED NEWS FROM PLUMER. 


Operations Along the Northern Border 
Said to Be Mostly Skirmishes of 
Small Forces. 


London, Oct. 30.—A War office dispatch 
from Cape Town, dated last Thursday, says: 

An armored train under Llewellyn got. 
within 1,900 yards of the Boer laager, three 
miles south of Crocodile Poort. The Boers 
had driven in their horses on the approach 
of the train. Three Maxim belts were dis- 
charged into the Boers, who must have had 
considerable loss. They returned ten shots 
with no effect. Colonel Plumer’s outpost 
has had several skirmishes on the Crocodile 
River.“ 

From later advices it was learned that the 
Llewellyn train returned to Mochudi, 100 
miles north of Mafeking. Llewellyn reports 
all quiet. 


A dispatch from Fort Tuli, forwarded dur- | 


ing the evening of Oct. 24 (Tuesday), an- 
nounces that Blackburn’s force in the skir- 
«mish at Rhodes Drift killed twelve Boers. 

A Kaffir spy reported that many more 
Boers were lying in the drift dying. 

Blackburn died of his wounds on returning 
to Fort Tuli. Scouts there report that the 
Boers are concentrating strongly on the 
Rhodesian border with Maxims.

1 
London, Oct. 31.— There was a general feel- 
ing of uneasiness in London last night when 


ed. Earlier in the day there had been 
rumors that the Boers had advanced on 
‘Ladysmith and had begun to fire shells with 
furty-pounders but that the British artil- 
lery had silenced the guns. It was also 
reported that Joubert had ordered an ad- 
vance in great numbers upon the British 
left flank and that the battle was in 
progress. 

General White’ 7 report, or as much of it 
as the War office chose to give out, de- 
scribed only an indecisive engagement, pre- 
ceded by a mysterious movement to clear 
his left flank, with no details of the re- 
turn of the two battalions of Royal Irish 


_Fusileers and the Gloucester regiment. Ex- 


perts shook their heads solemnly in com- 
menting on White’s account of the stampede 
of the battery mules and his doubtful ex- 
pression of hope that the guns of the mouns 
tain battery would be recovered. - 
White Was Not Attacked. 

As for the general engagement, it was 
clear that White had brought it on and had 
not been attacked by Joubert, if he were in 
command. 

White had sent out two brigade divisions 
of artillery and five battalions of infantry 
covered by cavalry under General French 
to attack a position where the enemy had 
planted their guns. 

The Boers, however, were not where the 


| guns had been, but they were further be- 


hind, massed in great strength, and prepared 
to fall back upon their reserves. The Brit- 
ish were drawn on for several miles, but 
finally returned to the camp after an inde- 
cisive engagement of several hours. Not 
a single line of this dispatch could be made 
to spell victory. The disappearance of.the 
Irish Fusileers and the Gloucester regiment 
with the mountain battery was a mystery 
which baffled the ingenuity of the optimists 
who attempted to explain it. 


There was a general feeling of distrust at 


midnight, and fears were expressed that a 
serious reverse was impending, especially 
as the Boer guns were admitted to have a 
longer range than the British field/artillery. 


Find New Quality of Enemy. 

Experts at the military clubs frankly con- 
fessed that British soldiers who had been 
accustomed to fight recklessly with savage 
tribes and the Soudan dervishes were at a 
disadvantage in meeting cool, wary foes like 
the Boers, who made a practice of falling 
back upon reserves and luring their as- 
sallants into ambuscades. 

It was also generally conceded that the 
Boers were hanging back and were not seek- 
ing to attack before they were fully pre- 
pared to give battle. The arrival of General 


| Buller will probably tend to hasten a de-

l wa WANTS AMERICAN TRADE. 


mussis Is ANXIOUS THAT 
THER DEVELOPED. 


Count Cassini, the Ambassador to This 
Country, Says Nicholas’ Dominions 
Offer an -Enticing Field for Busi- 
mess—Hopes the American Exhibit 
at Paris Will Be Transferred to St. 
* Petersburg—New York Firm Gets a 
_ Big Contract in Glasgow. 


New York, Oct. 30.—[ Special. }—That the 
introduction of machinery and 
other manufactures into Russian territory 
‘ will be ever welcome is vouched for by Count 
Cassini; Russian Ambassador and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to the United States, who 
arrived from Europe on Saturday. in speak- 
ing on the subject he said today: 

“At the outset 1 would like to remove 
the impression circu.ated to the effect that 
the Russian government wishes to cioset 
any information as to the construction of 
the berian railroad. The reverse is 
the case, and I myself have cordially given 
letters of introduction to five or six Ameri- 
cans with a view to their obtaining every 
facility te inspect the line. The Czar is 
desirous that the undertaking should be 
finished with all possible haste, thus offer- 
ing to the world the enormous markets 
which it will develop. : 

That my government recognizes the as- 
tounding resources of America is shown 
by the heavy contracts for railroad materia! 
already placed in this country. Kng. and 
and Germany have long held the market in 
that part of the worid, but America is now: 
forging to the front in a country which 
Will prove to be the most enticing field for 
American foreign trade. 

In Russia proper I am also glad to know 
that American machinery is being adopted, 
and I am pleased to hear that a movement 
is on foot for removing the American ex- 
hibits at the Paris exposition to St. Peters- 
burg and Moscow after the French exposi- 
tion. closes. I would like to say on behalf 
of my government that the fulfillment of 
that idea would be of immense benefit to 
the expansion of trade between the coun- 
tries, The national resources of Russia are 
only partly developed, and the call for the 
ingenious machinery manufactured in the 
United States will be unlimited. The Amer- | 
ican Minister in St. Petersburg told me he 
had observed a large increase in the number 
of Americans touring throughout Russia 
and he expected to see a.steady develop- 
ment in trade between the countries as a 
result.” 

Count Cassini, in speaking of China, from 
where he has just come by overland route,

China can hardly dream of the progress the 
‘empire is making. Cotton mills are spring- 
ing out of the ground, apparently. and I 
predict that China will have to be reckoned 
with as a competitor in the world’s markets 
for cotton goods at no far distant date.“ 

Progress on the Siberian Road. 

One of the Russian attachés furnishes the 
latest particulars as to the Transsiberian 
railroad and its extensions. He says: 

The Transsiberian railroad now extends 
vo the westward as far as Lake Bykal. The 
railroad will run 175 miles in a southerly di- 
rection from there to Nigidan. From this 
point the Chinese Eastern railroad begins. 
The line will then run to Listvennishaia, 
thence to Stretienk, a distance of 600 miles. 
A little way beyond this is Kidaloff, where 
there is a branch going to the Chinese fron- 
tier, 170 miles in length. The road will be 
continued to Hilar, crossing the Hiugan 
Mountains by a tunnel about one mile long. 
It then takes a direction to the south twelve 
miles to Tse Tse Ka, crossing the River 
Sungari twenty-five miles south from Li 
Lung Ching, to Harbin, where the headquar- 
ters of the road will be locate. 

From Harbin there will be a branch go- 
ing to Port Arthur and Talienwan. This 
latter place is now called Dalnii, which is 
Russian for Far Away.“ From Harbin the 
main line goes to Ajehe, crossing the moun- 
tains which divide the various rivers run- 
ning in that vicinity, twenty-five miles north 
from Nigota, crossing the mountains Tuna- 
gon and Tachegua, and going to the Rus- ) 
sian frontier station Pogranechnii, forty- 
two miles north of Viadivostok. This south- 
ern line goes from Harbin through three or 
four towns to Dachicow, where there will 
be a small line to the open port of New- 
chang, through Waffandan to Sajelipoo, 
where the road goes in different directions— 
one to Port Arthur and the other to Dalnil. 

“The construction of the railroad is in 
progress from different points at once, and 
some places along the route have already 
been connected. The Chinese Eastern sec- 
tion will be 1.500 miles in length. It will 
take two and one-half years to complete it, 
and it is estimated to cost close to $100,- 
000,000. It can be imagined what a large 
amount of railway stock will be needed in 
its construction. 

Gets a Big Foreign Contract. 

The Tramway committee of the Glasgow 
corporation has awarded the contract for 
the supply and laying of the conduit for 
conveying the cable for the Glasgow munici- 
pal tramways to the National Conduit and 
Cable company of America. The work of 
laying the pipe, under American supervision, 
has already begun, and 500 navyies are be- 
ing employed. This conduit contract is re- 
ported to be by far the most important one 
ever placed outside of England. James P. 
_McQuaide, Vice President of the National 

Conduit and Cable company, said today: 
Tes, we haye received a contract so far 
for a couple of million feet of wrought iron, 
cement-lined three-inch pipe for the Glas- 
gow corporation. We are also working the 
Dublin United tramway, where we have as 
many as 1,500 men laying the pipe. We sup- 
plied that company with 1,000,000 feet of 
cable as well as all the conduit. Other con- 
tracts we have lately completed or are now 
working on include the Central London rail- 
way, London United tramways, Bristol 
Tramwa; company, and the Sheffield Tram- 
way company. We have British orders on 
hand for over 15,000,000 feet of conduit.“ 

The value of these contracts is stated to 
be in the neighborhood of $10,000,000.

‘SENATOR HANNA ON THE STUMP. 


Tour in His 
Home State. 


Cleveland, G., Oct. 30.—{Special.]—Senator 
Hanna addressed the peopie of Chagrin 
Falls, a prosperous little town about twenty 
miles from Cleveland. tonight. He led off 
with the statement that the Democrats 

could not make a campaign on State affairg 
because Ohio had had four years of Me- 
Kinley and four of Bushnell and there was 
nothing to criticise.

St. Louis Man Loses $50,000 While 
Riding Through Main Thorough- 
fare in Daytime. 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. r 
B. Jennings, who has long been connected 
with the street railways of St. Louis in an 
official capacity, was today robbed of al- 
most $50,000 on a Broadway street car near 
the Boatmen's Savings Bank, in the heart 
of the business section of the city.

lpRICE OF MILK ADVANCES. 


Seven Cents Will Be Paid Tomorrow 
M 


e Due to Scarci- 
ty of Dairy Cows. 


The price of milk will be advanced rete 
six and six and one-quarter cents a 
to seven cents tomorrow morning. 

The advance will be general and re- 
sult of a decision reached by the ‘Central 
Committee of the Chicago Milk Dealers | 
association last night. 

Before the winter is over, so dealers 7 
lieve, the price will reach a higher point than 


it ever has done before. Already the price 


of the eight-gallon can has been increased 
by dairy owners from 25 cents to 30 cents 
wholesale. This increase, together with the 


increased expense of shipping, bottling, and 
delivering, has forced the dealers individ- 
ually to increase the price of milk. Some 


of the larger dealers will maintain their 
old prices for a time at least, but the ma- 
jority of milkmen will make the increase. 


The increase in the price of milk deliv- 
| ered from the country is due to the decrease 


in the number of cows. caused by the high 
prices that are being 1 d for beef. Many 
tarmers have sold their cows and gone out 
of the dairy business. In Dlinois there has 
been g decrease of fully 25 per cent in the 
number of dairy cows,.and similar condi- 
tions exist in other States. The cost of 
shipping milk has increased, and, as the 
demand of the public has heen for bottled 
milk, the dealers have been forced to addi- 
tional expense. It is thought that the high 
prices will be continued during the winter.
